Noisy neighbour unplugged 

A noisy resident will have to pay out 
a total of more than £3,500 after 
making his neighbour’s life hell. 

Ada Arugu, 38, of Hermit Road, 
Plaistow, played rap and dance- 
style music on his powerful sound 
system so loudly the floor of his 
neighbour’s home vibrated. 

He was convicted at Stratford 
Magistrates’ Court of three offences 
of failing to comply with a noise 
abatement notice served in 2010. 
As well as fines and court costs 
Arugu was also ordered to pay 
the neighbour, who has not been 
named, £1,000 in compensation. 

Newham Council noise officers, 
who received 45 complaints 
about Arugu, seized two large and 
expensive speakers, a mixing desk, 
DVD player and CD player. 


New street trading rules 

Newham Council is introducing 
a new system for street trading 
licences from 12 April. 

The new rules will apply to people 
who sell on pavements, footpaths, 
roads and private forecourts, 
who will be required to apply for a 
temporary street trading licence for 
a maximum of six months. 

Application forms for temporary 
licences and information will be 
available online on the council’s 
website from early April, by emailing 
Licensing@newham.gov.uk or 
calling 020 3373 1925. 


Plans withdrawn 

Developers Obsidian have 
withdrawn their current planning 
application for the Forest Gate town 
centre area. They say they intend 
to submit a revised application on 
which Newham Council can consult 
with local residents and businesses. 


Nearly 50 young 
people from Newham 
gave the Aquatics 
Centre on Stratford’s 
Olympic Park a 
thumbs up after 
swimming in the 
iconic 2012 venue 
and meeting Great 
Britian medal hopeful 
Liam Tancock. 

They took part in 
the annual Six Host 
Borough Swimming Championship, organised by the Olympic Park Legacy 
Company and leisure provider GLL to give local people the opportunity to use 
the main 50 metre pool before the Olympic athletes. 

The youngsters aged between nine and 18 competed in different races along 
with disability events. More than 150 Newham residents cheered them on 
thanks to free tickets from Newham Council. 

Deputy Mayor Councillor Lester Hudson, council chief executive Kim 
Bromley-Derry, Young Mayor Abraham Male and Deputy Young Mayor Wendy 
Zadigue were all guests at the event. 

Councillor Hudson said: “We want all local children to experience this when 
the centre reopens after the Games.” 




Purge on rough sleepers 

Newham Council is cracking down on 
‘cardboard cities’ that have begun cropping up 
in parts of the borough. 

Council staff, working with the Metropolitan 
Police, street rescue service Thames Reach and 
the UK Border Agency, have so far dealt with 60 

rough sleepers and removed one encampment close to Stratford Shopping Centre 
which held ten people. 

Those removed were offered practical help in finding emergency accommodation 
operated by the council and other agencies, claiming benefits and linking in with health 
sen/ices. Some were detained while their immigration status was investigated. 

Councillor Unmesh Desai, executive member for crime and anti-social behavior, 
said: “We have seen an increase in rough sleepers, which is unacceptable. We will 
continue to work with other agencies to signpost the must vulnerable to the support 
sen/ices where they can find decent accommodation, build relationships and lead 
fulfilling lives.” 










Minibus is a catch for school 

The Lord’s Taverners, 
the official charity 
of recreational 
cricket and one of 
the UK’s leading 
youth sports and 
disability charities, 
has presented a new 
minibus to Plaistow’s 
Eleanor Smith school. 

The 17-seat 
wheelchair-accessible 
minibus, costing £48,000 and sponsored by supermarket Waitrose, will 
enable pupils to travel to key educational venues that will enhance their 
learning and opportunities in life. 

Newham councillors Quintin Peppiatt, executive member for children 
and young people, and Plaistow community forum members Joy 
Laguda and Forhad Hussain were on hand to welcome the minibus to 
the school. 

Scott Verney, Waitrose Area Manager, said: “We hope the minibus 
will make it easier for more young people to get involved in the activities 
that they enjoy.” 

Matthew Patten, Chief Executive of The Lord’s Taverners, said: “We 
are proud to support the staff, parents and young people of Eleanor 
Smith School.” 



Newham best in 
London on secondary 
school offers 

Eighty-two per cent of Newham pupils starting 
secondary school in September have been 
offered a place at their first choice school - the 
best figure in London. 

Figures released by the Pan-London Co¬ 
ordinated Admissions Board show Newham at 
the head of the list followed by Havering on 81 
per cent and Bexley on 78 per cent. The average 
across London was 66 per cent. 

In total Newham received 3,963 applications 
for secondary school places - 321 more than 
last year. The percentage of children given one 
of the top three choices on their application form 
in 2012 was 95.34 per cent - up on last year’s 
figure of 93.46 per cent. 

Councillor Quintin Peppiatt, executive member 
for children and young people, said: “We are 
delighted that so many children are getting to 
go to the schools where they and their parents 
want them to go. We have worked hard with the 
primary and scondary schools and parents to 
achieve this fantastic result.” 


Jobs boost in docks development 


Property developer Chelsfield has been confirmed as the 
preferred developer for the 50-acre Silvertown Quays site 
in a £1.2 bn redevelopment that will create more than 
9,000 jobs. 

The plan for a mixed-use district on the site in the 
Royal Docks enterprise zone will provide 228,570m 2 
of commercial and retail space and 126,440m 2 of 
residential homes. 

Mayor Sir Robin Wales said: “Newham offers an 
investment opportunity on a scale unmatched anywhere 
in Europe.” 

Work on Silvertown Quays is expected to start in two 
years and be completed in 2018. It will be the first major 
development in Newham’s newly created Royal Docks 
Enterprise Zone.

Painful reminder of real bravery 


The incident that saw five police 
officers injured after being 
attacked by a dog as they 
executed a search warrant in 
Stratford was truly shocking. 

Our police officers risk their lives 
on a daily basis to protect us and 
some pay a painful price to ensure 
our safety. We should never forget 
that bravery and commitment. 

I have spoken to the police 
Borough Commander to express 
our thanks for what they do and 
our hopes that those concerned 
recover quickly. 

If nothing else, the incident 


highlights the need to encourage 
sensible dog ownership. It’s also 
why we have Dog Control Orders 
designed to tackle irresponsible 
owners and nuisance dog 
behaviour. 

You tell us that dogs not being 
controlled in public is a concern 
to you, but the majority of dog 
owners are responsible people. 
Therefore we will continue to 
target the irresponsible few. Only 
that way can our police officers 
and our enforcement officers feel 
safe when they go about their 
duties on the streets on our behalf. 



Services on the doorstep 


I officially opened the refurbished Beckton Globe Library, 
which has a whole range of new services and activities 
available under one roof. 

The improvements at the library are part of our drive 
to provide the best quality services for residents that also 
represent value for money. 

As well as all the traditional library services on offer 
in bright, modern facilities, there are now easy to use 
self-service kiosks to carry out a range of transactions 
from paying council bills online to reporting abandoned 
vehicles, fly-tipping, anti-social behaviour, missed bin 
collections and much more.

Newham is the most exciting place to be in London right now. It's not just the arrival of the 
Olympic Games in Stratford this summer - residents in other parts of the borough are seeing the 
skyline change before their eyes too. The council is capitalising on this unique time to build a bright 
future for us all. In upcoming issues of the Newham mag we will be telling you about exciting 
developments in detail; read on for a taste of the changes coming soon to your part of town. 
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Canning Town and 
Custom House 


One of the largest makeovers 
going on anywhere in the UK, the 
£3.7bn Canning Town and Custom 
House regeneration programme 
will bring up to 10,000 new homes 
and 5,000 new jobs to this part of 
Newham alone. 

Built by a hard-working community 
that grew up around the Docks, this 
part of Newham has an especially rich 
heritage. The regeneration programme 
will provide a new school and town 
centre for this long established 
community, a revamp of the historical 
Rathbone Market, and a new library and 
community centre. 

Transport links are improving all the 
time. At one point a relatively isolated 
part of town, caught between the 
Docks and the A13, the area is now 
a major hub. As well as the DLR, 
Jubilee line and bustling bus station at 
Canning Town, the new Crossrail link 
due to open in Custom House in 2018 
will connect the area with Bond Street 
in 17 minutes and Heathrow Airport in 
less than 45. 

The Royal Docks 


Now the Docks are back on the 
business map too: they have 
been designated London’s first 
new Enterprise Zone; recognition 
by national government of the 
importance of the area to the 
capital and reinvigorating a once 
thriving area. 

Once London’s gateway to the 
globe, this area plays host to the largest 
enclosed docks in the world, with 13 
miles of river and dock water frontage. 
London City Airport, the University of East 
London and ExCeL are already based 
here and in 2018 Crossrail’s arrival will 


place the area less than fifteen minutes 
from central London. 

The Enterprise Zone gives businesses 
tax breaks over five years so that the local 
economy can flourish. 

The latest exciting news in the 
Enterprise Zone is the announcement 
of the preferred bidder for the £1.2bn 
Silvertown Quays development; a huge 
project that will provide homes, around 
9,500 permanent jobs, business and 
retail space and approximately £3bn of 
economic benefit. 

Residents will also soon be riding 
high on the Emirates Air Line Cable 
Car and looking into the Siemens 
Crystal, a £60m landmark exhibition 
and conference centre. 

Stratford 


Nowhere else in London is 
undergoing a transformation like 
Stratford’s. 

Westfield Stratford City has been an 
even bigger success than predicted, 
with 13.6m people visiting in its first 
14 weeks and takings that buck the 
economic downturn. 

The International Quarter (TIQ), being 
built on the Olympic Park site, will bring 
350 homes, office space and a new 
hotel to the area, and is one of the largest 
developments of its kind in the UK. 

After the closing ceremony has 
drawn the curtains on the Paralympics, 
construction will get started on 
creating the Queen Elizabeth Park. 

In the grounds of the Games, there 
will be some 11,000 new homes and 
parkland in five neighbourhoods. 

And that isn’t all - Strand East is a 
brand new project that will take a vast 
piece of wasteland to the south of the 
Olympic Park and transform it into a new 
neighbourhood with 1,200 new homes, 
office space, a hotel and local shops, 
cafes and restaurants. All this activity will 
create local jobs for residents.

Man’s best friend shouldn’t 
be a neighbourhood’s enemy. 
From Dog Control Orders to dog 
agility classes, the council is 
encouraging residents to take 
resonsibility for their canines. 

Dangerous dogs 

In Newham we will not tolerate 
any anti-social behaviour linked to 
dogs. This includes: using dogs to 
intimidate other people, using dogs as 
weapons, allowing your dog to attack 
other dogs, dog fighting or baiting 
or encouraging your dog to cause 
damage to public property - including 
trees. 

If a person is proven to be engaging 
in any of the above activities they 
will face serious consequences, 
including fines of up to £5,000 and/ 
or six months’ imprisonment. Report 


your concerns about a dangerous 
dog by calling 020 8586 9739. In an 
emergency always call 999. 

Dog Control Orders (DCO) 

Last year we consulted residents on 
our plans to implement a boroughwide 
DCO to tackle a number of dog-related 
nuisance issues. These include keeping 
dogs on leads at all times when out on 
the public highway and cracking down 
on owners who do not clear up after their 
dog’s mess by handing out £80 fixed 
penalty notices. 

Since the original five DCOs were 
introduced in May 2011, there has been 
a 33 per cent reduction in the number of 
dog fouling complaints from residents.

Free dog microchipping 

The council currently offers a free 
microchipping service for all dogs owned 
by residents. This permanent form of 
identification involves inserting a chip 
the size of a grain of rice into the dog’s 
neck and helps reunite missing or stolen 
dogs with their owners.

Experts teach dogs and their owners how to 
behave around other dogs and people, as 
well as dog handling skills and fun exercises.

Two of the most anticipated announcements of 
the London 2012 Games were made this month 
as thousands of people were officially declared 
torch bearers of the Olympic Flame and the route 
of the torch relay was revealed. 


The torch will come to Newham on 
Saturday 21 July and will be passed to 
the borough from Greenwich, crossing 
the river on the Woolwich Ferry. At 
around 10.40am the torch will begin its 
journey starting at Albert Road in North 
Woolwich, where people will line the 
route to welcome the flame and cheer 
on our torch bearers. 

The torch, which symbolises the 
announcement of the Games and 
represents a peaceful truce for the 
duration of the Olympics, will snake 
through the borough, making its way 
down Woolwich Manor Way onto 
High Street South. At around 11 am 
it will enter East Ham’s Central Park 
for the Mayor’s Newham Show, which 
takes place on 21 and 22 July. The 
atmosphere will rival that of Rio as 
our annual carnival procession then 
follows the flame, bringing some 
sparkle to the proceedings. The torch 
will then travel down Green Street 
and Romford Road before arriving in 
Stratford.

Youth zones are safe, supen/ised 
environments which offer varied and 
changing activities for those who use 
them. Kishan’s involvement came about 
after a chance meeting at The Mayor’s 
Newham Show where he was asked 
if he’d like to be involved in Voices 
and Vibes, a participation group and 
sounding board for Newham Council’s 
integrated youth service (IYS). Already an 
active volunteer, Kishan signed up and 
is now advising youth zones about what 
improvements they should consider and 
helping to recruit adults into sessional 
youth work roles. Newham Council is an 
example of best practice in this area. 


Broadly, what does your work involve? 

I’m part of the youth-led observation 
project, which involves a core group 
of young people shaping the sen/ices 
provided for them by the council. We visit 
youth zones to see if they follow the IYS 
curriculum and how they engage with 
young people. All our suggestions are 
reported to senior managers who 
forward them on to managers running 
the centres. 

Before this project, did you use youth 
zones? 

I used to pop by occasionally. I now visit 
them more regularly. It’s made me realise 


how much there is on offer. 

There are four main centres in 
Newham: Forest Gate, Little Ilford, 
Shipman and Beckton. They each 
provide something different. Some have 
indoor sports halls, some have games 
areas or music rooms. Some of my 
friends might say there’s nothing to do 
or nowhere to go and they’re surprised 
when I tell them about some of the 
services that are on offer. 

How did you help recruit youth 
workers? 

We were asked if we wanted to help at 
a youth worker recruitment event. We

were looking for a number of things, like 
leadership qualities, who was willing to 
listen, who was quiet, who didn’t take an 
active role and who didn’t work in a team. 
We each scored them and afterwards we 
came together and shared our feedback. 
The next day, those who were successful 
were interviewed by three people, two 
adults and one of our members. 

Our role was as observers. One of the 
tasks involved the candidates working as 
a team to pick up a long pole using only 
their index fingers, so we suggested that 
they were blindfolded for that. It was funny 
to watch! We also created the discussion 
topic for the group; we asked how they 


felt about the media’s portrayal of young 
people in last August’s disturbances. 

How do you juggle volunteer with 
studying? 

I’ve calculated how much time I devote 
to all my volunteering and in an average 
month I clock up about 230 hours. It’s 
about finding the right mix. I’m doing my 
A levels at the moment so I’m balancing a 
lot of what I do and I organise myself well. 

Most people volunteer because it’s good 
for their CV. For me it’s about climbing a 
ladder of opportunity. There are so many 
things you can do. What I love most 
about voluntary work is that at the end of 


the day you feel you have really achieved 
something. When it’s voluntary you seek 
to achieve an outcome and hope that the 
person or organisation is happy with what 
you’ve done. It’s very different to paid work, 
and in some ways is more rewarding.

Assembly 
members also champion Londoners’ 


concerns by investigating important issues 
and pressing for changes to national, 
mayoral or local policy. 

Eleven assembly members represent 
the whole of the capital with 14 elected to 
represent the constituencies - which are 
made up of two to four London boroughs. 
Newham is part of the City and East 
constituency which also comprises Tower 
Hamlets, Barking and Dagenham and the 
City of London.

> be a British, Republic of Ireland,

> be 18 years old or over on 3 May. 
Sixteen and 17-year-olds can

Turning green to gold 


- Alison's going to the Games 



Being gobsmacked doesn’t come 
naturally to growing guru Alison 
Skeat. The Plaistow resident who 
likes to get her hands dirty is this 
issue’s Inspiring People Reward 
winner - and when she heard the 
news she was lost for words. 

In 2009 Alison launched the Dirty Hands 
Project, transforming a disused piece 
of land in Valetta Grove, El 3, into a 
gardener’s paradise. Beginning with no 
food growing experience, she encouraged 
the local community to sow vegetables 
and helped develop their growing skills. 
She said: “Most people think of growing 
as something magical, but there’s nothing 
to it - anyone can do it.” 

Using propagators as mini greenhouses, 
windowsills in her area began supporting 
more than the hems of net curtains. Once 
big enough, the saplings were transplanted 


into one of the garden’s 120 builders’ bags 
or 15 raised beds. 

Since starting up at Valetta Grove, 
Alison has been snapped up by East 
Thames housing association to duplicate 
the project in 12 other sites. Most 
recently, she has acquired a two-acre 
site in Ongar, growing Dirty Hands into 
what she hopes will be social enterprise. 
She said: “I’ve started to grow food 
commercially. Four volunteers come out 
to Ongar with me once a week and learn 
how to grow. So far, we’ve planted 3,000 
seeds and two garden centres have 
agreed to sell our organic herbs.” 

Alison’s been excited about the Games 
ever since she heard about Newham’s 
plans to host the event and will be taking 
her seven-year-old daughter with her 
to her allocated event. She said: “I was 
in Stratford when the announcement 


was made. People were whooping and 
cheering in the street and cars were 
blowing their horns - it was such a great 
atmosphere. But more than the Games, 
the improvements to the area will have 
the most impact.”
